A CaLamity.—By the collision of two steamers on the river Thames (Sept. 
3rd.) some 700 souls were suddenly drowned, startling thonsands of families to 
the realizing sense of judgment being abroad on the earth. 


Locusts.—The plague of locusts in certain parts of India still continues, they 
are swarming between Cadgoody aud Coopum. The engine drivers state that 
the wheels of the engine slip in crushing their slimy bodies. One driver told 
a Bangalore contemporary that he sawa heap of locusts near Malloor, which 
looked from a distance as high as the brake van of the train, and that im pass- 
ing through the heap, the fire box of the engine becam chocked with the pests ! 

YseLttow Fever.—tThis terrible disease has assumed an epidemic form in 
Granada, U. S., a small town in Mississippi, whole families being swept away, 
and the population having nearly all disappeared, either by flight or death. In 
New Orleans alone 297 deaths have occured in a single day ; a number equival- 
ent, in proportion to the population, to the death of eight thousand people in 
Londun. Such a scourge exeeds anything ever known in the United States. 
Even the negroes are now attacked, and comparatively few of the whites 
attacked recover. The railroads and steamers are crowded with fugitives from 


the feverstricken cities. 


Inrant Morrtatiry.—A paper upon the excessive mortality 9 infants 
in South Australia, prepared by the Victorian Government statist, Mr. Hayter 
and read rececently before the Philosophical Society of South Australia, shows 
that the mortality among infants in South Australia is proportionately far 
greater than that of any other country and that the average annual death rate 
amounts to every 1,000 births. The causes are stated to be defective drainage, 
drunkerness, high temperature, contagious diseases, premature births, early 
marriages, improper feeding, and the intemperance of parents.—Sanitary

The fact that James the Apostle 
opens his epistle with the following 
words, has been adduced as an argu- 
ment that the condition of the ten 
tribes was known to the early Christ- 
tians: James, a servant of God and 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, to the twelve 


. tribes who are-scattered abread, greet- 


ing.” But it would rather convey the 
idea to our mind that the epistle was 
addressed to those of the houses of 
Israel and Judah, who, for the various 


reasons before cited, and which by that 


time had multiplied, had wandered 


into Feypt, Greece, Rome, and otlier 
parts o 


the earth, and not to those 
whom God had hidden to fultil more 
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completely his promises to the patri- 
arobs. 

We have before stated that the 
Latter-day Saints believe that the ten 
tribes still exist, and that their home 
is in the far north. That they still 
exist is absolutely necessary to fulfil 
the unfailing promises of Jehovah to 
Israel, and to all mankind. The 
presence of the remnants of Judah, in 
every land to-day, is an uncontrovert- 
able testimony that the covenant made 
with Abraham has not been abrogated 
_rannulled. The vitality of the Jew- 
ish race is proverbial, and can we 
reasonably expect that when one branch 
of a tree shows such native strength, 
that the other branches will not be 
proportionately vital? It is not more 
consistent to believe that, as the Jew- 
ish race under the curse of the Almighty 
and suffering centuries of persecution, 
still survives, so is it with the rest oi 
Jacob's seed, rather than that they, 
ages ago, were blotted out of national 
existence. 

The belief that the Latter-day Saints 
hold that these tribes are residents of 
the northern regions of the earth, is 
sustained by a cloud of Scriptural 
witnesses of ancient and 
to whom we now appeal. 
witness shall be the Prophet Jeremiah. 
In the third chapter of his prophecies 
we find the Lord rebuking both Israel 
and Jndah for their treachery and 
backsliding, yet still proclaiming his 
- long-suffering and mercy to his coven. 
ant — He then gives command 
to the Prophet, saying : 

Go and proclaim these words towards 
the north, and say, return thou, back. 
sliding Israel, saith the Lord, and 1 
will not cause mine anger to fall upon 
you ; for Iam merciful saith the Lord 
and I will not keep anger forever. 
* % In those days (the latter 
days) the House of Judah shall walk 
with the House of Israel, and they shall 
come together out of the land of the 

north to this land that I have given 

for an inheritance to your fathers. 
Again, in speaking of the mighty 
works rr the final glorious 
restoration of the house of Jacob, the 

same Prophet declares : 
Therefore, behold, the days come, 
- saith the Lord, that they shall no more 
say, the Lord liveth which brought up 
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the children of Israel out of the lang 
of Egypt, but the Lord liveth which 
brought up and which led the seed of 
the house of Israel out of the north 
country, and from all countries whither 
I had driven them, and they shall dwell 
in their own land. (Jeremiah xxiii. 

Again it is written, (Jeremiah xxxj, 

For thus saith the Lord, sing with 
gladness for Jacob, and shout among 
the chief of the nations; publish ye, 
praise ye and say, O, Lord save thy 
people, the remnant of Israel.

We will turn for a moment from the 
Asiatic to the American continent.

Moses, too, when he had obeyed the 
law of God, saw the burning bush, and 
heard the voice telling him what God 
required of his hand, delegating him 
with authority to deliver the house of 
Israel from bondage, and to organize 
the kingdom of God on fearth. Soon 
after this, we find him smiting Egypt 
with the ten plagues, and leading the 
children of Israel into the wilderness ; 
and when, with that mountain upon 
either side, the Red Sea in front, and 
the Egyptians in the rear, the children 
of Israel begun to murmur at the 


Prophet, we find Mosesstretching forth 


his rod, according to the command of 
the Lord, and smiting the sea, so that 
the Israelites passed over dry shod, 
being protected by the pillar of cloud 
by day, and fire by night, while their 
enemies were swallowed up by the re- 
turning waters. Again, we see him 
going up into Mount Sinai, and while 

here were thunderings and lightings, 
the mountain quaking greatly, and 
the smoke thereof ascending as the 
smoke of afurnace, receiving the ten 
commandnients and the law of God. 
After this we find him bringing forth 
crystal streams from the flinty rock, 
by the power vested in him through his 


faith in the Almighty, anddoing many 
other wonderful ‘works, and also pro- 
phecying what should happen to the 
children of Israel if they obeyed, and 
what if they disobeyed, the law of 
God. Here we find the fruits of the 
immutable law, before spoken of, 
again manifest. That Moses had 
obeyed this law, may be proved from 
Heb. iv. 2. Speaking of the children 
of Israel, the Apostle says, for unto 
us was the Gospel preached as well as 
unto them ; but the word preached did 
not profit them, not being mixed with 
faith in them that heard it.” This 
was the reason that Moses was persec- 
uted so much by them, because he had 
obeyed it, and mixed faith with it, and 
enjoyed the fruits cf it. 

Joshua was next appointed to lead 
the children of Israel, and received 
the same spirit by the laying on of 
Moses’ hands. When he came to the 
river Jordan he exercised his faith, 
and the waters refused not do sta 
themselves while the hosts of Israe 
passed through. Again, when he came 
before the walls of Jericho he literally 
obeyed the commands of God; and the 
walls fell down, being subject to his 
power. The same fruits followed him 
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also, viz., revelation. and prephecy, for 
he also prophecied concerning the 
building up of the walls.of Jericho, see 
Josh. vi. 26. The literal fulfilment of 
that prophecy is shown in 1st Kings 
xvi. 34. And what more shall I say 
in regard to this ancient faith and 
power, for time would fail me to tell 
of Gideon and Barak, and Sampson, 
and Jephtha, of David alsv, and 
Samuel, and of the prophets, who 
through faith subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, obtained pro- 
mises, stopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped 
the edge of the sword, out of weakness 
were made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to flight the armies of 
aliens and women received their dead 
raised to life.”—Heb. xi, 32—35.

of the world. This proves that the 
gospel which they embraced was as 
unchangeable and immutable as the 
author of it; yet all these men, who 
had such mighty power, have died ; 
and still this wise generation think it 
is a plain evidence that the Latter Day 
Saints are notin possession of this faith, 
and have not obeyed the gospel, be- 
cause they die like others ; for, sa 
they, if the power of healing the sic 
is in the church they must live for 
ever. How wonderful it is that God 
will not destroy his own decrees to suit 
their notions ; for he has appcinted all 
men once to die. Thesamerule would 
prove that the Apostles never possessed 
this gift because they have died. But 
the gifts were given to soothe the cares 
of the saints, to smvoth the thorny path 
of life, so sweeten the troubles and 
afflictions of this world, and to prepare 
man for the society of God and 
angels. 

Having shown the effects produced 
upon mankind while this kingdom was 
upon the earth, let us examine the 
effects „f its being taken away. 

We find that about four hundred 
years previous to Christ’s advent into 

the world, the Jews had rejected the

THE PROBLEM OF WORK. 


nr 


AcTIvITyY is the master attribute of life, and to work is the duty as well as the 
crowning privilege of man. The necessities of progress intensifies the desire 
fur work, that gratification may come asa result. The desires of barbarism 
are few and easily supplied—the bow and arrow, and the skin-covered dwelling 
are the primitive wants, but the inherent spirit of man, ever restless and 
reaching, creates new ones, and contrives new methods to satisfy their birth. 

Man comes fairly by this attribute, it is one of the characteristics of his 
Father, who in Holy Writ, by prophetic authority and revelation, is ealled, 
The Great, tbe Mighty God, the Lord of hosts i is his name, great in counsel, 
and mighty in work.” 

This idea should dissipate the notion which many hold, that work i is deroga- 
tory to man, and that a man becomes ennobled by being beyond the necessity 


of work. It is laber which creates and glorifies mankind—the ability to take 


the crude elements of nature, and by intelligent action compel them to mini- 
ater to subsistence, to convenience, to comfort ; to develop in forms of beauty 
a soul’s ideal, whether in architecture, or addiiptiire; or painting, or science, is 
perpetual testimony to inherent. divinity, and these are the material educa- 
tional products, as well as the teachers of a grander future; ; yet in com parison 
with truths of a spiritual character they are only accessories; of the first 
necessity originally, but in the order of destiny hardly secondary. 

To minister to the body absorbs a vast amount of attention—to simply 
gratify the senses, to satisfy the physical, to cater to tastes and appetites good 
in themselves, but uncontroled of the judgment and reason, and without 
reference to the higher attributes and faculties of man, is not uncommon. 
Let us eat and drink for to-morrow we die, is the tacitly accepted motto of 
many, and in the pursuit of so unworthy a conclusion, many pass from life 
only with these instincts gratified, leaving the aspirations as uncultivated and 
as little understood as they are by the beasts of the field. 

The amount of intelligence necessary for the preservation of the edel 
comes almost unsought ; the desire for life serves its end measurably in this 
direction ; but there are hidden forces iu man which assert themselves, and 
are just as impatient of denial as are the others—certain enquiries as to the 
past and future which only find solution in one direction, and all progress 
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in that direction is as much the product of work, as is progress in material 
things. Indolence is not the parent of excellence in any direction, it is the 
hand of the diligent that maketh rich” in the higher attributes of manhood— 
in a spiritual sense, as it is in a material one, and none should understand this 
so thoroughly as the Latter-day Saints; they profess to have had given to 
them in the Gospel the keys of spiritual. progress ; they profess to be able to 
receive intelligence tending inevitably to excellence in a religious sense; to 
have witbin reach and to possess the power to grasp all the principles, F 

tary or otherwise,) which tend to spiritual perfection, as appropriate susten- 
avce tends to physical beauty and perfection; but none need fiatter themselves 
that this result will come uncalled of steady and persistent work. 

All the principles, ordinances, and privileges of that Gospel are necessary 
for that end, and as the human system thrives best on a mixed diet, so from 
these varied channels came nutriment to the spirit. To be sure, many reli- 
gionists desire to ignore work—they tell us that they rest on the finished work 
of Jesus; but a slothful follower of so illustrious an example, surely cannot 
understand the force of his expression when he said, ‘‘My Father worketh 
hitherto, and I work ;” and this was not only as a matter of duty, but it was 
laid on him as anecessity. ‘‘ J must work the works of him that sent me,” 
was the outburst of an obedient spirit and the secret of his grand suceess, one 
who in the hour of his agony even could nme say, I have finished the 
work thou gavest me to do.” | : 

However much sectarianism may lead its adherents to accept *‘ salvation 
predicated ou belief,“ every enlightened man hearkens to the authoritative 
exhortation, ‘‘ Work ont your salvation with fear and trembling,” and finds 
its inspiring ability in the assertion, For it is God that worketh in you to will 
and to do of his good pleasure ;” and in thus executing this divinely arranged 
programme, they each can say with intelligent Apvstolic unction, ‘‘ Ye see 
how that by works a man is justified, and not by faith only.” The process 
and stages of this work are ably stated by inspirational teaching, Divine 
power hath given unto us all things that pertain unto life aud godliness, Abe 
that by these things we might be partakers of the divine nature besides 
this, giving all diligence, add to your faith, virtue; and to virtue, knowledge; 
aud to knowledge, temperance; and to temperance, patience; and to patience, 
Den and to godliness, brotherly kindness ; and to brotherly kindness, 
charity ;......if these things be in you and abound, they make * neither 
barren nor r in the knowledge of ovr Lord Jesus Christ.“ With this 
essentially progressive spirit, is it not easy to see that the product must be the 


creation of a peculiar people, zealous of good works,” willing naturally to 


abide the decision of a tribunal which will ‘‘ render unto every man according 
to his works.“ 

However, none of these grand results need be expected only when a man is 
in love with this work, the plane of action will always be low when only based 


on duty, een circle will be but oommon - place except its fires are 


glowing under the impulses of a true affection ; this sanctifies labor, glorifies 
duty, illuminates with its lustre the path of trial, and smooths each looming 
difficulty ; this is easily demonstrated by observation, it can easily be seen 


both among officers and privates, and in both priest and people. Every man 
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is expected in the Gospel to be ‘‘a lover of the truth,” and to love it enough 
so that it will be his meat and drink” to do the will of his Father in 
heaven ;” thus every Elder, Priest, Teacher and Deacon,” as well as every 
lay * (man and woman), becomes a living epistle known and read of 
all men.’ 

The Saints have the promise of the Almighty that he will” by his Spirit 
and by his servants direct their works in truth,” and every faithful man’s 
experience testifies that this promise is literally fulfilled ; the exhortation and 
prayer of the Apostle for the Thessalonians has 3 answered to them, 
Therefore brethren stand fast, and hold the traditions which ye have been 
taught, whether by word, or our epistle ; now our Lord Jesus Christ himeelf, 
and God even our Father comfort your hearts and establish you in every 
good word and work,” thus they will not be numbered with, or have applied 
to them the threat given by the ancient Prophet, ‘‘ Behold ye despisers, and 
wonder, and perish, for I work a work in your day, a work which ye will not 
believe thongh a man declare it unto you.’ H. W. N.
